A “gigantic, non-stop tank 
battle” that may decide con-

“The Jerries have everything at 
stake and are fighting like hell,” 
the spokesman said following an- 
nouncement that the British had 
taken Gambut, important Axis oil 
supply depot, half-way between 
Bardia and Tobruk. 

Heavy hand-to-hand fighting was 
reported in the Gambut coastal sec- 
tor. 

The tank battle is continuing with 
“unabated intensity” after 48 hours 
on a fluid front in the Sidi Rezegh 
sector, southwest of Tobruk, from 
which British Imperials are fight- 
ing to break through to the main 
invading force.

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Blitz Meets Blitz 


Blitzkrieg has met blitzkrieg on the 
sands of Libya. It is distinctively 4 
battle of tanks, fought in conditions 
almost ideal for that type of warfare 
In Russia, streams and forests restrict 
the movements of these perambulating 
fortresses to defined and foreseeable 
routes, In the desert they can manoeu- 
vre at will, in almost any direction and | 
to any distance. The only effective 
bounds to their operations are set by 
fuel requirements and available supplies 
of food and water for their crews. Not 
before in any theatre have these “land 
battleships” met in great numbers in 
circumstances so closely resembling a 
clash between fleets at sea. | 

In strength the opposing tank | 
squadrons are comparable Rommel is 
said to have had 350 German machines, 
and his Italian allies were doubtless as 
well equipped, since Libya is Italian 
territory and its defence their particular 
iob. If the British forces had more, it 
is an accepted principle that the 
attacker needs more “tools’’-—and more 
men—than the defending army. 

If—as seems gratifyingly probable 
—the Axis forces are decisively beaten, 
material gains will not be the only fruits 
of the victory. The blitzkrieg has been 
Hitler’s big bid for power, and in its 
use the Nazis have counted themselves 
invincible. If they are beaten in Libya 
they will be beaten in the particular 
kind of warfare they developed and on 
which they have depended for success. 
The reaction from defeat there would be 
correspondingly disconcerting to them, | 
and inspiring to the nations they struck 
down by their “lightning war.” 


The Dead-Line Stands 


Mr. Donaid Gordon, chairman of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board, has | 
made very clear that the price regula- 
tions are going into force at the first 
of December as planned. And he does | 
not leave it to be inferred only that | 
formidable attempts have been made to 
compel a modification of the plans; he 
Says so in plain language. | 

Modification was not, of course, de- | 
manded in the interests of the consum- 
ing public. But it is fair to suppose the 
demand was not dictated so much by a 
greedy desire to avoid control as by 
fear that real hardship would result to 
some business men and interests if the 
ceilings were set at the peak of prices 
between Sept. 15th and Oct. 11th, as 
announced. 

It is very probable that will be the 
case. No man and no set of men could 
fix a dead-line which would not cause 
inequalities or even injustices in some 
directions or some localities. The pain- 
less imposition of a price control system 
is not possible. But since some dead- 
line must be set, that chosen is likely 
as generally fair as any. 

To avoid wide injustice being done 
the Board has been given broad powers 
of readjustment and may vary price 
ceilings from time to time. These 
powers dare not be lightly exercised, or 
the whole contro! plan would be honey- 
combed and destroyed, and this would 
spell “catastrophe”. But the powers 
are not nominal. They are real, and are 
meant to be used when circumstances 
require the ironing out of just griev- 
ances. 

That is as much flexibility as a 
control system can be given and still 
operate to prevent inflation. And 
inflation has to be prevented or the 
country will flounder into economi 
chaos. 


Darlan Hands Over 


Admiral Darlan has lost no time 
cashing in on the victory he won in the 
dismissal of General Weygand. He is 
now generalissimo of the French empire 
in Africa, and is taking the necessary 
steps to transfer this area to the contro! 
of his Axis associates and overlords 

A German mission, military 
nomic and diplomatic, is to be sent to 
look over the territory and decide how 
its position and resources can best be 
turned to account. A meeting has been 
erranged at which Petain will be con 
fronted by the Fuehrer in person and 
told what further he must do to “col- 
laborate”’ in the destruction of the 
remaining free nations. Berlin has duly 
registered its displeasure at the action 
of the United States in cutting off trade 
with its newly acquired “orbit” in 
Africa. 

And from the Far East comes news 
that the Japanese ally is landing troops 
and taking possession of bases in Indo 
China, with bland disregard of the 
terms of the “treaty” it made with 
Vichy during the summer. 

All this simply means that France's 
colonial empire is being placed at the 
disposal of the Axis powers. That 
Darlan will also turn over to them the | 
remaining--and powerful—French fleet | 
is to be supposed, Dakar must for prac- 
tical purposes now be regarded as an 
Axis stronghold, and every other

A Matter Of Confidence 


Herr Hitler did not strike down a 
dozen countries in Europe and make 


himself master of the western half of 
that continent by a series of haphazard 
blows delivered in whatever direction 
impulse or the chance of the moment 
might decide. Through his record of 
conquest can be traced an ordered plan, 
carefully prepared, by which each coun- 
try conquered and exploited became a 
base for an attack on a neighbor state. | 
It was the Bismarck strategy of one 
victim at a time, revamped to fit the 
possibilities of blitzkrieg tactics. 1 

It is to be supposed the British, Rus- 
sian and Allied leaders have worked 
out plans to counter the Nazi program, 
which is now foreseeable as it was not 
a year ago. What these counter-plans 
may be the public cannot be told. Once 
they were given out, measures would be 
taken at Berlin to neutralize them—and | 
there would be no advertising of these | 
neutralizing measures. | 

«Democratic countries suffer disabil- | 
ity in wartime just because they are 
democracies. Their parliaments and 
ministries function ordinarily in the | 
full light of publicity. It is not easy to 
accustom either parliaments or public | 
to the methods of secrecy which have 
to be employed when a powerful enemy 
must be outwitted in order to be beaten. 

To such methods the people of Bri- 
tain and the British dominions have | 
thus accommodated themselves | 
with fair but not complete success. | 
They will have to go on trusting their 
leaders, political and military, to devise 
plans and prepare for carrying these | 
through, without submitting the propo- 
Sals to public scrutiny and discussion. 
To democratic peoples this is unusual, 
and distasteful, but it is the only way 
to counter the subtlety of the dictators, | 
who explain nothing and let their vic- 
tims find out their intentions only when 
it 18 too late.

For if Hitler is 
given time to consolidate his gains, the 
war is sure to be prolonged indefinitely— 
perhaps for fifteen or twenty yedrs 

There is no doubt in the world that 
thoughts like these are running through 
minds of those Britishers and Amer- 
ik who promised and are now seeking 
to implement maximum assistance to Rus- 
sia—and with all possible speed 

But the “ifs” upon which these possi- 
bilities hang are numerous and formid- 
able—the stamina and morale of the Red 
Army, the rigors of the cold weather, the 
effectiveness of transplanted Russian in- 
dustry, the extent of allied material aid 
and a companion British offensive. 


Weakened 


Nevertheless, while accurate figures 
are not available, the Russian campaign 
must have weakened Hitler tremendously. | 

It is known that the German military 
strength, at the start of the Russian cam- | 
paign was between 280 and 300 divisions. 
The size of a German division varies con- 
siderably with the character of the service 
performed, but it is usually, estimated to 
be from 10,000 to 15,000 men 

In addition, course, Germany has 
had the assistance of a large number of 
Rumanian, Italian, Hungarian, Slovak, 
French and Finnish troops. 

Of this great army, Hitler threw to- 
wards Moscow alone, 77 infantry divis- 
ions, 1,000 tanks and 900 airplanes. 

He is known to have sustained three 
million total casualties at the very least. 

On the main sector, straddling the high- 
way west of Moscow, German losses dur- 
ing the 18-day period between October 12 
and October 30, aggregated 70,000 killed 
and disabled, 198 airplanes and 289 tanks.

No Imagination 

But beyond that, the military authori- 
ties run out of imagination.

They 
exercised surpassing contro] of vital in- 
formation up to the point where the troops 
landed—-and then left everything up in 
the air. If they want to retain control of 
the vita] details that must be kept secret, 
they should have been prepared before- 
hand to circulate as widely as possible all 
other details coneerning this development 
that can be published. Information in this 
category ranges from details about what 
Canadians from a northern climate face in 
undertaking service on the south China 
coast, did they get seasick on the long 
voyage, down to information about the 
Strategic possibilities of this new theatre 
of duty. 

Recent visitors returning from Britain 
find that the Canadian public is staréed 
for details about the troops there, details 
that a general may regard as trivial but 
which provide a living link between the 
folks at home and the boys overseas, and 
the lack of whieh only makes more diffi- 
cult the defence department's job of main- 
taining a flow of recruits for the overseas 
formations. 


No Preparation 


The publicity possibilities in the Hong

Touching 

A touching story vame out of Vichy 
this week where a spectacular funeral was 
given to General Charles Huntziger, Vichy 
minister of war killed in an airplane crash 
after a tour of French colonial Africa 
which ended with the dismissal of General 
Maxime Weygand. 


A German delegation of 12 members 
and an Italian delegation of four, all clad 
in gorgeous dress uniforms and fairly 
smothered in gold braid attended the 
solemn rites. 

The Vichy French were much affected 
by this mark of German and Italian sym- 
pathy and condecension. The Axis dele- 
gation were honored, so we are told, by 
seats in the chancel of church, directly 
opposite the casket of the dead minister. 

After the religious ceremony, Admiral 
Darian, with a quaver in his voice and 
tears on his cheeks, warmly thanked the 
Germans and the Italians for their pres- 
ence 

With infinite graciousness, the 
gates bowed and smugly smiled. 

It was all very moving. It practically 
moved me to tears—particularly when I 
thought how tremendously appropriate it 
was that these touching marks of mutual 
esteem should have been offered over a 
coffin and over the bleeding corpse of 
France. 

* * + 

Another curious tale involving Vichy 
came out of London, this week, when it 
was learned that a London branch of a 
Canadian life assurence company has been 
paying out an annuity of $2,400 a year to 
Marsha! Henri Philippe Petain. 


There was fuss and excitement among 
Canadian patriots. Newspaper reporters 
were sent to investigate the report and 
narrowed the list of suspected companies 
down to one. 

No insurance official was found who 
would talk. But a British Treasury official 
did make a statement. He said: 

1, That is seemed silly to kick up a fuss 
about such a small sum going out of the 
country. 

This explanation did not appeal very 
much to traveling Canadians who have to 
battle to get permission to take ten or fif- 
teen dollars with them into the United 
States. 

2. That the policy was held by the head 
of a state and should be paid whether we 
like it or not. 

Since when, many enquired, did the 
head of a foreign state have financial 
privileges in the British Empire that or- 
dinary subjects of the Crown do not 
enjoy? 

3. That the same rule would not apply 
to Hitler or Mussolini if either had any 
British or Canadian policies because they 
would be classed as enemies, whereas 
Petain is not. 

If Petain, with his courtship of the 
Germans, his betrayal of France and his 
antagonism to the British, is not an enemy, 
what, in heaven's name can he be called?

In spite of frowns from Winston Chur- 
chill, members of the British House of 
Commons and several of Great Britain's 
leading legal experts continue to press for 
revision of that defense regulation which 
gives the Horry Secretary the power to jail 
anybody whom he regards as undepend- 
able. 

This regulation, which does away with 
the right of habeus corpus, was the sub- 
ject of a decision in the House of Lords 
last week when a Londoner unsuccessfully 
appealed against his detention. Four out 
of five of the Lords of Appeal supported 
the constitutionality of the defense 
measure.

One of Expert Jobs 
of the War

The airman is a vastly more compli- 
} cated piece of m@chanism than his aircreft. 
| The care of him—the routine check to 
make sure that he never goes into action 
| unless he’s tuned-up to the peak of hu- 
man  performance—requires a _ peculiar 
sort of ground-staff work. Most of it is 
} conducted without the airman himself 
knowing anything about it. When he’s in 
need of a refit the man goes to a workshop 
whose first object is to help him to forget 
that he has been sent there to undergo 
repairs at all. 

The Air Ministry calls these places 
| hospitals; but they don’t conform to the 
| popular notion of a hospital. Medical peo- 
| ple might define them as convalescent 
| homes; but that description doesn’t fit 
either because “convalescent home” im- 
plies an oppressive form of coddling which 
makes even the healthiest fee] sick again. 
| You yourself might christen them coun- 

try clubs; but it would be impossible to 

find a country club with amenities to com- 
pare with them. They are best described 
as the most up-to-date human repair shops 
in the world. How they operate is a lesson 
| in enlightened medical treatment, which 
is a credit to the R.A.F. and a mode! to 
be imitated by every similar wartime in- 
stitution in Britain and elsewhere, 


Boredom 
The system is based on the realization 
of the fact that a man who has been accus- 
| tomed to shooting down Messerschmitts 
before breakfast won't take kindly to be- 
ing tucked up in bed with a jig-saw. The 
sudden change from the feverish activity 
of a fighter station to the shrouded immo- 
bility of the average hospital would be 
sufficient to work more harm than the 
| original damage of which the airman 
| is in need of repair. His greatest enemy 
when he’s forced to cease flying operations 
is boredom, The danger period is during 
| convalenscence, 
| It is during convalescence that the 
symptoms somctimes appear of what has 
ecome known as “flying fatigue’—a sort 
| of lethargy and inertia which at best re- 
| tards recovery and at worst unfits a 
| pilot for further flying duties. The danger 
| is confined not merely to those who are 
wounded in action or involved in a flying 
accident, but is shared equally by men 
suffering from nothing more romantic 
than an attack of boils. All are given the 
same highly-specialized treatment. 

In ‘converted hotels and mansions— 
| Situated in the most beautiful parts of 
England, staffed by men and women who 
understand the type of fellow and the sort 
of case they have to deal with—the casual- 
ties are conjured into a wartime paradise 
| as distant from the roar of aero engines 
|} and the stink of their exhausts as it is 
| remote from starched aprons and the smell 
of antiseptics. 

The R. A. F. officers’ hospital is the 
sort of dream place which Harley street 


| 
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the moment the Canadians reached Hong 
Kong, several thousand Canadian homes, 
where a boy was known to be on his way 
to some exotic post of duty, would want 
the full measure of allowable news about 
it.

consultants always recommend for a re- 
cuperative holiday and where nobody, 
when they’ve paid the consultant's fees, 
can ever afford to go to. The building— 
a converted hotel —stands * in wooded 
grounds with velvet lawns, tropical trees, 
and luxurious sub-tropical flower beds. 
There's a private golf course, hard and 
grass tennis courts, squash courts, swim- 
ming pool, archery butts, and gymnasium, 

The place itself is equipped like a first- 
class club; dance floor, cinema and concert 
hall, sun lounges, libraries, writing rooms, 
and—pleasant surprise—a fully licensed 
bar. 

The bar is the most intelligent touch 
of all. Ordinarily the moment a grown 
man goes into a hospital it is customary 
to treat him like a child. The essence of 
these R.A.F, establishments is that the au- 
thorities presume that a man who is old 
enough to fight for the rest of us is old 
enough to decide how he will comport 
himself when he himself is in trouble. The 
existence of the bar typifies the system 
under which the place is run. 

Inside the hospital a man can virtually 
do anything that he  fancies—except 
mope. He is encouraged to get out into 
the open air and take all the exercise he 
can manage. He is invited—if he wants 
to—to entertain is wife or sweetheart. If 
he feels that he hates the sight of the 
nurses—which is impossible because they 
are very pretty nurses—he can go off for 
a long walk. Instead of irksome restric- 
tions there has been substituted a code of 
conduct, 


New Symptoms 

To a great extent the medical staff 
relies on the men themselves to report the 
development of any new symptoms during 
their convalescence. Anyhow, they are 
able to keep a careful eye on them by 
mixing with the patients on social occa- 
sions and in games’ tournaments. The high 
pressure organization of tournaments, 
championship matches, races, is one of the 
essential secrets of the success of the es- 
tablishment. 

Everything is organized—in such a way 
that it appears to be haphazard, but so 
thoroughly that every patient has his time 
cut out to keep up with the social round 
of games, outings and entertainments. The 
games are under the direction of Dan Ma- 
skell, the Wimbledon lawn tennis player. 

During the morning, the busiest place 
in the establishment is the gymnasium 
(equipped with a milk bar). Here every 
man—according to the progress of his 
injuries—does ex rcises to bring up relax- 
ed muscles ami breakdown adhesions. 
Masseuses and trained instructors are in 
attendance 

All time, the real business of the 
hospital is unobtrusively going on. The 
place is superbly equipped with operating 
theatres, dispensaries, and surgeries, The 
wards are the hotel bedrooms. 

The wonder is that, having once been 
treated in the place, men ever to 
leave it. The fact is that all of them live 
for nothing else except the moment when 
they can get back into the cockpit of a 
warplane. The number who do return to 
their airfields fit for duty is a credit to the 
nursing staff and proof, if proof were 
needed, of the efficiency of the system of

er at the end of the fast and often

Regardless of the particular form 
of heart disorder I suggest the fast 
at the start of any regimen de- 
signed to help the heart. While the | 
patient is fasting the heart action 
frequently becomes slower, which 
indicates that the heart is getting 
something of a rest. When the pa- 
tient is omitting the ordinary meals 
the heart is relieved of some of its 
usual work and as a result, it often 
improves. 

The diet following the fast should 
be well regulated both as to qual 
ity and quantity of food. Three | 
smal] meals a day should be used 
of food to 
the minimum of the body's require- 
ments. All gas-forming foods should 
be avoided such as onions, garlic 
and baked beans, and even such | 
gassy foods as turnips, | 
cabbage, and  Brussel's | 
are best omitted.

States Editor 


“Britain, Canada and the United 
States are losing the war, not 
because democracy has weaken- 
ed the individuals of these coun- 
| tries, but because the individuals 

of these countries have weakened 

and perverted demucracy,” said 

Harold L. Weir, associate editor of 


The Edmonton Bulletin, in an ad- 
dress to the Kiwanis Club Mon- 
day. 

The speaker pointed out the sup- 
erlor efficiency of the Nazis, par- 
ticularly in the matter of war and 
post-war economic planning and 
asked if it was inevitable that the 
plans of evil men should always be 
more effective than the plans of 
men of good-will. 


LEAN ON DEMOCRACY 

“The trouble is,” declared Mr. 
Weir, “that we have leaned on de- 
mocracy too much, instead of sup- 
porting true democratic principles, 
We have regarded it as a magic 
formula by which all problems are 
automatically resolved without ef- 
fort of our own. There is no such 
magic formula.” 

Mr. 
that Mr. Churchill had offered the 
only virile definition of democracy 
ever given when he said that it 
demanded, “blood, toil, tears and 
sweat”. 

Our fantastic conception of dem- 
ocracy, he said, has led us to be- 
lieve that there are “two sides to 
every question.”
